UNION ACCUSES HEAD 
OF BREWERY WORKER 


International's Charges Re- 
sult From Refusal to 
Honor Picket Line. 


Robert F. Lewis, president of 
the St. Louis Brewery Workers 
Joint Council and executive sec- 
retary of local 6, was cited today 
to appear before the general ex- 
ecutive board of the CIO interna- 
tional union at Cincinnati on 
June 3 to answer charges of vio- 
lating the union constitution. 

The charges, filed by Karl F. 
Feller, international union presi- 
dent, resulted chiefly from the 
recent refusal of 5000 members 
of local 6 to honor a picket line, 
which the international union set 
up at Anheuser-Busch, Inc., in 
support of a strike at the An- 
heuser-Busch plant in Newark, 
N.J. 

Lewis contended the Newark 
strike was a jurisdictional dispute 
between the CIO union and AFL 
brewery workers, and 
mended that the St. Louis work- 
ers disregard the pickets sent 
here from Newark. 

Feller’s charges against Lewis 
allege that the St. Louis union 
leader publicly ridiculed interna- 
tional union officerg in speeches 
early this month, made it impos- 
sible for Feller to reply to an at- 
tack at a meeting at Gambrinus 
Hall May 6, withheld information 
from international officers, en- 
couraged strike-breaking at New- 
ark, threatened secession from 
the CIO Brewery Workers, at- 
tempted to undermine the inter- 
national union in the eyes of the 
St. Louis public and violated his 
oath as a union officer’ 

If found guilty of the charges, 
Lewis could be expelled from the 
organization. He said today he 
| would consult with his local union 
‘officers before deciding whether 
to appear before the general ex- 
ecutive board next month. 
| “TJ had the support of the local 
|officers and members in what I 
said and did, and the internation- 
'al might as well charge the entire 
membership,” Lewis observed. 
“Feller and the international 
moved into AFL territory in New- 
ark on a raid, and then wanted 
the St. Louis brewery workers to 
get them out of the hole. 

“They acted without consulting 
us, but we were supposed to call 
out more than 5000 brewery work- 
ers here to support 170 strikers 
in Newark.” Lewis added that he 
still expects to take the St. Louis 
brewery workers out of the CIO, 
either returning to the AFL or 
becoming independent. 

The Newark strike was settled

Total appropriations provided in 
the bill will be nearly $1,000,000 
less than was appropriated during 
the 1951-52 fiscal year for opera- 
tion of the various departments of 
the city government, Last year’s 
appropriations were $44,846,000, 
but the total amount spent totaled 
only $44,057,000. 

Carpenter estimated the total 
revenue which the city will re- 
ceive this year at $43,981,000, an 
increase of $4,426,000 over last 
year’s receipts. The bulk of the 
increase is expected to be de- 
rived from the proposed city 
earnings tax, which is expected 
to become effective late in the 
summer. Revenue from this 
source this year is estimatefl at 
$3,500,000. 

In’ addition, an increase in 
current tax collections this year 
is anticipated, although the esti- 
mate board fixed the municipal 
tax rate for the year at $1.77, 
the same as last year’s municipal 
rate. This increase is estimated 
at $525,000. 

The increase in current tax re- 
ceipts this year would result 
from an overall increase in as- 
sessed valuation of real estate 
and tangible personal property in 
the city, announced by Assessor 
Joseph P. Sestric in a letter to 
the estimate board. 

The total increase in assessed 
value of property, Sestric said, is 
$34,229,000, bringing the total as- 
sessment in the city to $1,085,- 
000,000 this year. Of the total 
increase, $25,000,000 is on real es- 
tate and about $9,000,000 on per- 
sonal property.

They chipped in and bought her 
a wheelchair. The climax came 
one night when the 70-mile-an- 
hour Chickasaw Limited stopped 
at the muddy crossing to pick up 
Minnie and her mother, Mrs. Jake 
Webb, wife of a tenant farmer. 

The railroad men paid for a 
drawing room; the Illinois Cen- 
tral supplied a pass, and Minnie 
rode in style to St. Louis. Every- 
body was nice to her. The Shrine 
Club of Tipton county, Tenn., 
gave her a corsage of roses, and 
she was showered with gifts of 
fruit and candy. The crippled girl 
remembered it all her life.

’ Lt. Col. John H. Van Viiet Jr., 
was taken to the Katyn massacre 
site in 1943 while a prisoner of 
the Germans. After being re- 
leased. he reported to Bissell in 
1945 that he was convinced the 
Russians killed the Poles. Previ- 
ous testimony brought out that 
Van Vliet’s report, stamped “top 
secret,” disappeared. The Pen- 
tagon reported a few years later 
that it had been lost. 

The Russians and Germans 
blamed each other for the mass 
killings. The massacre site 
changed from Russian to German 
hands about the time the killings 
took place.

B. McCabe, then chairman of 
the Reserve Board, late in 1950 
after the President saw a news- 
paper story on the dispute. The 
President’s letter was not in- 
cluded in the correspondence 
made public. 

A reply from McCabe indicates 
that. Truman suggested the Re- 
serve Board notify New York 
bankers that newspaper reports 
of the possible unpegging were 
false, and that Government se- 
curity prices would be held firm. 
McCabe declined to do so. 


Later the President called Re- | 
serve Board officials-to the White | 
House and then on Feb, 2, 1951, || 
he released a letter to McCabe | 
Saying the President had re-. 
ceived assurance that “the market |

Calls Scanian Story of 
Bonus March ‘Distor- 
tion’ — Denies U.S. 
Fired on Marchers. 


NEW YORK, May 15. (AP)— 
Herbert Hoover said today that 
Franklin Roosevelt’s “brain trust” 
turned lying into an art in the 
1932 presidential campaign. 

Writing his memoirs in Col- 
lier’s magazine, Hoover said of his 
successor in the White House: 

“Roosevelt’s campaign has his- 
torical importance because of the 
new techniques he introduced, 
which have affected all campaigns 
since, They mostly revolved 
around an abandonment of many 
facts in a huge number of speech- 
es ghostwritten by irresponsible 
men. ... 

“There was one common ele- 
ment in the Roosevelt ‘brain 
trust’: They were experts in the 
art of semantics and in raising 
mendacity to an art. Our re- 
sponse required painstaking expo- 
sition based on dreary facts and 
figures.” 

Hoover noted that he, himself, 
has “never delivered a ghost-writ- 
ten public statement of impor- 
tance.” 

Blamed for Depression. 

Contrary to the facts, Hoover 
said, Roosevelt and the Demo- 
crats blamed him personally for 


the depression and alleged he did 
nothing about it. Hoover added: 

“Probably the greatest tactic of 
all used against me was the dis- 
tortion of the story of the bonus 
march on Washington in -. July 
1932.:. . , Almost every Demo- 
cratic speaker in the 1932 cam- 
paign implied that I had mur- 
dered veterans on the streets of 
Washington.” 

Hoover said the “Communist- 


organized” veterans were fired 
upon in Washington by district 


police, not by federal troops who 
took charge later.

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP)— 


A $1,413,820,000 deficiency ap- 
propriation bill, most of it to 
foot Kqrean war costs, was sent 
to the House today by its Appro- 
priations Committee. 

The total is $61,600,000 less 


than President Truman had re- 
quested. 

Except for $12.820,000 for the 
Labor, Commerce and Agricul- 
ture departments and the ju- 
diciary, the entire amount rec- 
ommended is for the Army, Navy 
and Air Force. 

It is called a deficiency appro- 
priation because the money would 
replenish regular funds for this 
fiscal year, ending June 30, which 
are near exhaustion. 

,The Army’s share is $1,128,000,- 
000, a cut of $40,000,000 from 
what it asked for. The Army 
total includes $335,000,000 for 
pay of military personnel, $618,- 
000,000 for maintenance and op- 
eration, and $150,000,000 for 
civilian relief in Korea. 

The Navy was allotted $38,000,- 
000, a cut of $6,100,000. All of 
the new funds are for financing 
of the expanded Marine Corps. 

For the Air Force, the com- | 
mittee recommended  $235,000,- | 
000, a reduction of $10,000,000. 
Almost the entire Air Force al- 
lotment is for maintenance and 
operation programs directly due 
to the Korean action. 

Among other funds: 

$2,500,000 recommended for the 
Labor Department is for grants 
to states for administration of un- 
employment compensation and 
employment service programs. 

$10,000,000 earmarked for the 
Agriculture Department is to per- 

mit a start on construction of a 
laboratory for research on foot 
and mouth disease.

BONN, May 15—The western 
Allies have agreed that a future 
government of a united Germany 
would not be bound by the con- 


tractual agreement expected to 
be signed this month between 
the United States, Britain, France 
and West Germany. 

German negotiators had insist- 
ed that the agreement, which is 
to restore virtual sovereignty to 
West Germany and at the same 
time prepare the way for West 
German rearmament, must con- 
tain an automatic revision clause 
to take care of the possibility of 
later reunion with East Germany. 

The formula adopted provides 
that the government of a united 
Germany. would be free to enjoy 
the same rights as the present 


West German government if it |. 


accepted the same obligations. 
In Russian Note. 


This decision is consistent with 
the position taken in the western 
note delivered in Moscow Tues- 
day night. The Russians were told 
that a united Germany must be 
free to associate itself with other 
countries for peaceful and defen- 
sive purposes. 


The fact that the note stressed 
the freedom the West believes a 
future government should have 
to determine its own foreign pol- 
icy is one reason why it has been 
sO warmly greeted here, by the 
social Democratic opposition as 
well as by the government. 

The Germans are not saying 
‘that a future united Germany 
would not be closely associated 
with the West. On the contrary 
they are firmly convinced it 
would. For this very reason they 
believe it is unnecessary and un- 
wise for the Allies to make this 
a condition for negotiating with 
the Russians. 


One Obstacle Out. 


The Allied note to the Soviets 
has, to judge by the first German 
reaction, removed one _ possible 
obstacle to the signature of the 
The Ger- 
that the Western 
Allies were not exhausting all 
possibilities of unifying Germany 


through negotiations with the 
Russians. 

The period between the signa- 
ture of the contractual agreement 
and the time it comes up for 
ratification by the Bundestag— 
probably several months at least 
—should be sufficient in the view 
of western officials to show 
whether or not the Soviet unity 
proposal is acceptable. During 
that time every effort will be 
made to smoke out the Russians. 
If the German public can be 
shown that it is the Russians who 
are blocking German unity the 
opposition on this score to in- 
tegration with the West should 
melt away.

MOSCOW, May 15 (AP)—The 
newspaper New Times, in the first 
Soviet comment on the West’s 
latest reply to Russia, declared to- 
day the U.S.S.R. would continue 
to push for a united Germany.

Union insists upon the immediate 
consideration and conclusion of a 
peace treaty with Germany.

It would be of interest to know 
if the Army is prepared to kill 
2200 Communists in North Korea 
if the Communists were to attack 
and present a suitable target. 


The answer probably is that the 
Army is not yet equipped with 
enough atomic howitzers and 
shells to generalize their use in 
Korea. This can be deduced from 
a statement in a speech by Secre- 
tary of the Army Frank Pace Jr. 
on May 8, 1952. He said: 


“Most of the atomic weapons 
for Army use are weapons of the 
future, but while your Army 
thinks of the future, it would be 
prepared to fight in the present” 
(with conventional weapons). 


Several Reasons for Delay. 

The main reason for the delay 
in equipping the Army with atom- 
ic artillery is the limited amount 
of fissionable material so far 
available. There are many claim- 
ants for different types of atomic 
weapons. The Air Force needs 
strategic bombs and _ tactical 
bombs; the Navy requires atomic 
weapons for its special purposes; 
the Army is developing atomic- 
guided missiles and rockets as 
well as atomic: artillery. 

Strategic use of fissionable ma- 
terial still has priority. The pres- 
ent stock of atomic bombs is not 
sufficient for all the uses and this 
is foreseen. Experimental devel-

Several howitzers have been 
manufactured. They have fired 
many shells built with the iden- 
tical characteristicsS of an atomic 
shell. A training manual in atomic 
artillery has been published. Gun 
crews are being trained and 
atomic artillery battalions are 
being organized. 

The nuclear device which fur- 
nishes the explosive power of the 
atcmic shell has been tested by 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
An atomic shell has not been fired 
from the howitzer due to the need 
to conserve fissionable material.

Atomic artillery has the advan- 
tage of not being a single purpose 
weapon.

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP)— 
Formal orders to Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower to come home have 
been issued by the Army, Penta- 
gon officials said yesterday. The 
orders state that the five star 
commander of North Atlantic 
treaty forces may come home in 
late May or early June, the exact 
time to be set by him. 

His official assignment will be 
under the Army Chief of Staff, 
in Washington, but he will be 
stationed without command in 
New York in effect, he reverts 
to the status he held while presi- 
dent of Columbia University.

Western Bid to Germany 


To the veiled ‘threats of a new Berlin blockade 
if Western Germany joins the defense of West- 
ern Europe, Secretary Acheson has given the 
proper and courageous answer. Any such forci- 
ble measures by the Soviets and their East Ger- 
man puppets would, he says, be vigorously re- 
sisted by a united West. 


Unhaffpily the answer to force is often easier 
to formulate than the answer to guile. That is 
made clear by the Western reply to the Soviet 
initiative for a Big Four conference on Germany. 
Here the problem was not how to meet force but 
how to meet a diplomatic offensive which, hold- 
ing out the lure of a reunited Germany running 
its own affairs and its own armed forces, has 
proved powerfully attractive to many Germans. 


How well have the Allies succeeded? In order 
to minimize the attractions of the Soviet offer, 
they have had to stress their support of German 
unification, of an all-German election to set up 
a new Government, of a peace treaty. But be- 
cause the West is committed to the participation 
of West Germany in European defense, and de- 
termined not to see this project diverted by talk 
of unification, it has had to surround these con- 
cessions with limitations and conditions that 
make for delay. 

. » os 

Thus the West favors “early” all-German elec- 
tions, but only after an impartial commission 
has reported on what steps should be taken to 
make sure that they are free elections. The West 


- is “ready” to begin Big Four negotiations, but 


will negotiate a peace treaty only after an all- 
German government has been fofmed and is 
shown to enjoy full freedom of action. And the 
West is opposed to a clause in the treaty, as 
proposed by the Soviets, which would bind the 
Germans not to enter an alliance with either 
East or West. 

There are good reasons for each of these con- 
ditions. But while they may satisfy the West, the 
big question is how they will look to the Ger- 
mans. Many Germans, we fear, will concentrate 
their attention upon the delays inherent in the 
Western proposals. 

To them it will seem that the Russians are of- 
fering immediate unification, an immediate trea- 
ty, and immediate sovereignty, in return for a 
promise that the new Germany will stand out- 
side the Western alliance, whereas the West is 
offering only ultimate attainment of these ends— 
after Germany has been integrated with the West.

The Western powers and the Adenauer Gov- 
ernment deeply believe that integration should 
come first. But do the majority of Germans 
agree? As Adenauer himself has said, any peace 
contract signed with the West by his government 
would not be binding upon an All-German, gov- 
ernment representing a reunited Reich. 

Adenauer may sign on the dotted line, there- 
fore, but effective incorporation of Germany in 
European defense is not likely to move very fast 
if the majority of Germans are hesitant and if 
they believe the Adenauer Government is soon 
to be replaced by one representing a unified 
nation. : 

Russia, unfortunately, holds the spigot which 
may turn on or off the German hope for unifica- 
tion. The Soviets might decide to turn it on, per- 
haps even by accepting the West’s new proposal. 
In that case, the future of German participation 
in Western defense may be clouded no matter 
how many papers have been signed in Bonn. It 
must be hoped that Western leaders are prepar- 
ing a policy to cope with that eventuality if it 
happens.

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WSB Sets a Ceiling 

As we pointed out on this page last Friday, the 
striking oil workers are entitled to an increase of 
about 10 cents an hour for cost-of-living and to 5 
cents an hour more if they are allowed the same 
sort of “improvement factor” for increased pro- 
ductivity which has been permitted in some other 
cases. 

The Wage Stabilization Board has now ruled 
that it will approve wage settlements of no more 
than 15 cents an hour in the oil industry. The 
unions originally demanded 25 cents and have 
been offering to settle for 18 or 18% cents. In 
view of the WSB decision, they now seem pre- 
pared to come ddwn, and settlements are pos- 
sible. 

The WSB does not say precisely what stand- 
ards it used in arriving at the 15-cent ceiling for 
oil workers. But it is interesting to note that if 
the board had used the cost-of-living factor plus 
the productivity factor in the steel case, it would 
have come up with a recommendation of about 
14 cents an hour, as against its actual award of 
15 cents an hour this year, 212 cents more next 
year, and around 8 cents an hour in total “fringe” 
benefits. 

The two cases differ in that in oil the WSB 
was acting as a stabilization board proper, where- 
as in steel it was acting as a settlement agency 
to mediate a dispute referred to it by the Presi- 
dent. But it is very hard to believe that the 
board should not apply the same standards in 
both types of cases. If it does not, it can hardly 
qualify as a stabilization board. 
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One Up on Victor Hugo 

Old Victor Hugo, facile with plot and graphic 
in description, wrote some breath-taking tales of 
adventure and heroism. One of the best, taken 
from his “Ninety-Three,” concerned a sailor who 
had voluntarily gone below deck to secure a can- 
non that had broken loose, was charging about 
from side to side as the ship rolled in the heavy 
sea, and had put the ship in danger. The metal 
monster, seemingly endowed with a fiendish cun- 
ning, as it repeatedly charged the man, was only 


‘secured after an exciting struggle. 


But now this bit of hair-raising fiction has 
been surpassed by a chilling bit of drama sent 
from Africa. The New York Times news service 
reports an airliner had just gained speed on 
the takeoff from Dar Es Salaam when a four- 
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foot green mamba, most deadly African snake, 
draped itself around the neck of the pilot. With 
the radio operator’s help, the pilot got free of 
the snake. During the fight, the mamba’s fangs 
struck the radio man’s collar. The reptile finally 
disappeared through the floor and into a locker 
where it was found when the pilot hastily re- 
turned to the field. 

In the ordinary course of events, there prob- 
ably is no greater time of tension for the pilot 
than when he is getting his plane airborne. An 
engine failure, an error by ohe of the crew or a 
freakish bit of wind could have disastrous re- 
sults in the space of seconds. To be on one’s 
mettle under these circumstances and then to be 
confronted by a poisonous snake is about as 
tough a test of nerves and resourcefulness as 
could be devised. Victor Hugo has been outdone. 
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How Much Will We Save? 
Sometimes it seems that Americans learn 
nothing at.all from experience. Or if that takes 
in too many people, we can limit it to Congress. 
The point is the same. 


Seven years ago the United States and its al- 
lies had just won the war in Europe—the worst 
and costliest war in history. Whatever else the 
experience should have taught us, we should 
have learned that we live in an uneasy world 
and that the part of caution was to continue 
able' to protect ourselves. 


Yet the bombings had hardly ceased and the 
sound of the artillery fire had hardly died out 
when we began to dismantle our military ma- 
chine. “Bring the boys home” was the cry on 
every hand. Those who stayed on in Germany in 
the occupation to try to help translate the vic- 
tory into a new democratic way of life were 
called on to return. 


The greatest Army we have ever had evapo- 
rated so fast there was little need for the service 
universities set up in France and England for 
the many thousands of GIs who were expected 
to remain ovérseas for some time. Barry Bing- 
ham, editor of the Louisville Courier-Journal, re- 
calls the fantastic period of defense dissipation 
in a recent article in The Reporter magazine. 


Now we are building up that military organiza- 
tion again, but at the same time a headlong rush 
is on in Congress to emasculate the foreign aid 
program which is a vital accompaniment of mili- 
tary defense. The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee has voted to cut a billion from the 
$7,900,000,000 requested by President Truman. 


Reasonable reductions in outlays are to be ex- 
pected, particularly in an election year. But to 
make heavy slashes in the foreign aid program 
may cost us far more in the long run than we 
save now. Certainly any such cut should be a 
matter of public record. 

Now only by the hairline margin of one vote 
has the Senate Armed Services Committee beat- 
en a further $400,000,000 cut. 

The current cry of “cut foreign aid” can be 
sung out to the same tune as “Bring the boys 
home!” Each is thoughtless, unmindful of the 
consequences. Let us practice economy but let 
us be sure the new economy is not like the bitter 
one we instituted when we junked the defense 
force that we are now rebuilding at extra cost 
and much needless effort. 
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Information by Banjo 

The Voice of America will rebroadcast records 
from the National Folk Festival, which the 
Globe-Democrat is sponsoring at Kiel Auditori- 
um this week. The Voice’s task is to inform the 
world about America, and for revealing informa- 
tion what is better than a lumberjack’s song, a 
New Mexican guitar or a banjo-picking of “Old 
Dan Tucker’’? 

One criticism which other peoples often hear 
of the United States is that this melting pot has 
overflowed into a standardized form. Thoughtful 
men such as Jules Romains and Andre Siegfried 
have pondered whether our mechanization is 
crushing our individuality. Less thoughtful men 
have already concluded that an American is a 
fellow who eats, dresses, thinks and sings like 
every other American, if indeed he has time for 
singing. 

No doubt there is some truth in this opinion, 
but it also does us a grave injustice. On any aft- 
ernoon or evening at Kiel Auditorium, St. Louis- 
ans can see dances and hear tunes from a dozen 
nationalities which have flowed into our culture, 
but not become totally immersed with it. 

Until recent years, these folk traditions were 
carried on as unconscious arts by isolated groups 
in the hills and valleys and streets of America. 
But as all the national groups were assimilated, 
it became more and more difficult for them to 
protect their individuality. Hence the Folk Fes- 
tival was organized to help preserve this lore. 

Maybe only a standard American would think 
of organizing to preserve what had been spon- 
taneous and unorganized, but the results are not 
standardization. They are a Polish harvest song, 
a frontier quadrille, a cowboy ballad, a Kiowa 
war dance. This information is commended to 
the friendly foreign critics, with the hope they 
may hear the Voice of America’s records. Their 
feet would tap. 
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Civil Defense on Two Continents 

By implication, the atomic bomb tests on 
Yucca Flat in Nevada were supposed to say 
something to the people of the United States 
about civil defense. State and municipal direc- 
tors of civil defense who were present expressed 
apprehension concerning the extent of unpre- 
paredness. The Federal Civil Defense Adminis- 
trator, Millard Caldwell, was on hand to tell 
Americans how far ahead cf them Europeans 
have gone in the arts of self-protection. 

England has 150,000 in a permanent Civil De- 
fense Corps, which is training 500,000 additional 
volunteers. Norway, Sweden and Denmark all 
provide by law for conscription of civilians for 
civil defense, but volunteers have come forward 
in such numbers that conscription has not been 
resorted to. 

Norway is constructing shelters in every town 
of 10,000 population, requires shelters in all fac- 
tories employing 50 workers or more and in all 
new construction. Sweden, with a population of 
7,000,000, has 900,000 enrolled in civil defense, 
and has shelters for more than 1,000,000, many 
of them tunneled into the rock of hills. Den- 
mark has nearly 5000 public shelters. 

By comparison, the United States has 2,000,000 
citizens enlisted in civil defense work, no ade- 
quate system of shelters has been established 
anywhere, warning systems are rather well de- 
veloped in most key spots, and few large cities 
have practiced the partial evacuation they would 
have to carry out in event of atomic war—some 
have not even'made any plans for it. 

The people of European countries do not be- 
lieve civil defense is something they can gamble 
on not needing. Too many Americans wishfully 
think it is, and that is the principal reason why 
the guard is left down so far, so long, in so many 
communities, 
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Publie Schools vs. Private and Church Schools 


Three Statements Reprinted From the Saturday Review 


By James B. Conant 
President, Harvatd University 


We desire on the one hand to provide 
through our schools unity in our national 
life. On the other we seek the diversity 
that comes from freedom of action and 
expression by small groups of citizens. 

Unity we can achieve if our public 
schools remain the primary vehicle for the 
education of our youth, and if as far as 
possible all the youth of a community 
attend the same school.irrespective of 
family fortune or cultural background. 

Diversity in experimentation we main- 
tain by continued emphasis on the concept 
of local responsibility for our schools. 


~ Both these ideas are to a considerable 
degree novel in the United States; a com- 
bination of them is to be found nowhere 
else in the world. 

I do believe, however, that there is 
some reason to fear lest a dual system 
of secondary education may in some states, 
at least, come to threaten the democratic 
unity provided by our public schools. I 
refer to the desire of some people to in- 
crease the scope of 
private schools. 

There are many 
sincere Protestants, 
Jews and Catholics 
who believe that sec- 
ondary education di- 
vorced from a de- 
nominational reli g- 
lous core of instruc- 
tion is bad education. 
They erroneously as- 
sume that the tax- 
supported schools are 
not concerned with 
moral and spiritual 
values. 

Now, that such 
people have a right to organize their own 
schools I do not question. But I do ques- 
tion the honesty of their tactics when they 
attack the public schools in an attempt to 
undermine confidence in secular education. 

I am well aware that in several English- 
speaking nations public funds are used to 
assist church-connected schools. My con- 
cern is with the United States. We have 
never had an established church. 

To my mind our schools should serve 
all creeds, The greater the proportion of 
our youth who attend independent schools, 
the greater the threat to our democratic 
unity. Therefore, to use taxpayers’ money 
to assist such a move is, for me, to suggest 
that American society use its own hands 
to destroy itself. 

What is the basic objection to a dual 
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system of education, ycu may ask? Or put’ 


it the other way around: What are the 
advantages of free schools for all? 

If one accepts the ideal of a democratic, 
fluid society with a minimum of class dis- 
tinction, the maximum of fluidity, the 
maximum of understanding between dif- 
ferent vocational groups, then the ideal 
secondary school is a comprehensive pub- 
lic high school. 

If one has doubts about the ability of 
secular schools to promote the growth of 
moral and spiritual values, then these 
doubts must be weighed against the demo- 
cratic objectives I have just listed. Simi- 
larly, if a family questions the ability of 
a high school to prepare a gifted boy ade- 
quately for university work, the family 
will have to balance these misgivings 
against the advantages to the boy of mix- 
ing with all sorts of people. 

Of this much there can be no doubt. 
A society which wished generation after 
generation to perpetuate class distinctions 
based on hereditary status would certainly 
demand a dual system of schools. A dual 
system serves and helps to maintain group 
cleavages, the absence of a dual system 
does the reverse. 

What the great public schools of Eng- 
land accomplished for the future govern- 
ing class of that nation in the nineteenth 
century the American high school is now 
attempting for those who govern the 
United States, namely all the people. 

The false antithesis between education 
for the gifted and education for all Amer- 
ican youth must be resolved. If this can 
be accomplished, then one demand for a 
further increase in private independent 
education will largely disappear. 


President James B. Conant of Har- 
vard University, who is visiting St. 
Louis for the annual meeting of the 
Associated Harvard Clubs, recently 
addressed the American Assoctation 
of Sckool Administrators and 
strongly criticized the effect of the 
private school on American life. The 
Saturday Review invited response 
from the Most Reverend Richard J.

Mr. Conant believes “the growth of free 
public high schools in this country would 
indicate ... that public opinion in the 
United States has been committed to a 
Single, not a dual system, of education.” 
Our educational history in America would 
seem to indicate that public opinion has 
always strung along with both and still 
wants to. 

It is sound American doctrine that a 
man is free to choose whatever school he 
pleases for his children and for whatever 
reason, It is essential to our purposes as a 
nation to preserve that freedom; to see to 
it that in a democracy men and women 
with ideas on the subject of education 
shall be free to organize them in a cor- 
porate project, just as they may in any 
other field of endeavor. 

If their ideas are abortive, if they do not 
take root, their projects will fail, and it 
is natural and proper that they should. 
Freedom to launch them, however, is so 
vitally important that it is the only justi- 
fication needed for the right of a private 
school to exist in a democratic state. 

“If a family,” says Mr. Conant, “ques- 
tions the ability of a high school to pre- 
pare a gifted boy adequately for university 
work, the family will have to balance these 
misgivings: against the advantages to the 
boy of mixing with 
all sorts of people 
when he is young.” 
Here we come upon 
the nub of the issue. 

“Mixing with all 
sorts of people” is 
an educational expe- 
rience. It is scarcely 
an adequate substi- 
tute for a superior 
academic program. It 
permits, furthermore, 
the inference that a 
poor public school is 
better than a good 
private school. In 
promoting sound na- 
tional educational standards, in other 
words, a non-discriminatory admissions pol- 
icy is not enough. 

American education {s committed to 
nothing less than the full development of 
the capacities of every individual. The 
commitment is met only when those indi- 
vidual powers are in fact fully developed. 
If Americans are to realize the full pos- 
sibilities of national democratic education, 
they must insist upon quality ahead of 
quantity. There is no magic formula by 
which the “melting pot” may be fused 
into sturdy molds. 

As Americans evaluate their educational 
system in point of quality, there is no 
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_ basis for a valid distinction between public 


and private schools as such. The only use- 
ful distinction is the distinction between 
good schools and bad schools. 

We need, as Mr. Conant’ says, religious 
tolerance. In the face of the rising tide of 
secularism we need religious conviction 
also. We need, as Mr. Conant says, belief 
in the rights of others, which, as far as I 
know, is being successfully inculcated in 
private schools as well as public. These 
ends are being reached in certain schools 
not because they are public or private, but 
because they are good. 

If the private school regards itself as 
set apart from the whole national edu- 
cational program, it can be of service to 
no one. If it conceives itself, however, to 
be an instrument of public service con- 
ducted under private auspices, it has im- 
portant assets in American education.

President Conant does not say, as some 
others have said, that he merely objects 
to tax help for children who attend inde- 
pendent schools like parochial schools. 
He sets forth clearly his conviction that 
those who believe in “democracy” or in 
“American principle” should not argue 
about tax support or about standards, but 
should take the position that the independ- 
ent school, whether it pays for itself or 
not, whether it meets standards or not, is 
an offense against ‘‘democracy,” a viola- 
tion of “American principle,” as Dr. 
Conant and his associates now define 
“democracy” and “American principle.” 


Such a statement from Such a source {s 
astonishing. When Doctor Conant an- 
nounces that independent schools operated 
for religious reasons have introduced “di- 
visive attitudes” and “stratification” into 
the American come 
munity, while mak- 
ing not so much aS a 
passing reference to 
the past 300 years of 
educational history in 
Massachusetts, with 
its “numerus clau- 
sus” in colleges, its 
admisston restric- 
tions of a completely 
non-academic charac- 
ter, and its ingrained 
caste system, he is 
either indulging in 
high humor or in 
something consider- 
ably iess attractive.

It would have been interesting to hear 
the comments of the educators from states 
into which no parent, priest or teacher 
of our tradition introduced the idea of

to receive an education. 


I hope that some time a speaker at an 
N.E.A. convention will find it in his heart 
to refer to this kind of work when he is 
talking about “democracy.” 


One wonders why a principle allegedly 
so basic’only holds good with respect to 
primary and secondary schools. Can it be 
that President Conant intends to recom- 
mend that his own university and like 
universities” be turned over to the Com- 
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' monwealth of Massachusetts or to the 


Federal Government so that they become 
“citizens’ colleges,” to be operated in 
accordance with this newly found “Amer- 
iean principle of a single public school 
system for all youth”? 

I do not believe that Dr. Conant would 
make such a proposal. I think he would 
decide, upon reflection, that there are 
some grounds for maintaining ones’ own 
schools, even if he does not admit grounds 
of conscience. He would probably protest 
that such regimentation, when applied to 
a university, is Fascism—and- in this he 
would be quite right. 

Perhaps the most important political 
contribution that the private school, oper- 
ated for religious or other reasons, makes 
here in America at the moment is the 


witness it bears to the independence of the 


mind and soul of a person in the face of 
the omnipotent modern state. 

We built our schools out of the desire 
to include the knowledge of God in the 
minds of our children togethef with their 
knowledge of all things else. We declare 
war on no one’s schools. 

But we reserve the right, both as Chris- 
tians and as Americans, to promote the 
common good and to seek the salvation 
of our children through our own schools 
whenever and wherever these may be 
needed.

Court in Conflict. 


Like almost all institutions, the 
Supreme Court in the past 20 
years has been raked by the tides 
of change and conflict. A strong 
executive, Franklin Roosevelt, 
clashed with a majority of the 
court resisting the changes Con- 
gress had adopted into law. One 
consequence was the court-enlarg- 
ing scheme and the bitter political 
quarrel that grew out of it. 

Roosevelt also set the precedent 
of taking justices from the court 
for extra-curricular assignments 
that seemed to demand the weight 
of prestige and impartiality. He 
named the now-retired Justice 
Owen Roberts to head the inves- 
tigation into the disaster at Pearl 
Harbor. 

President Truman followed this 
precedent when he assigned Jus- 
tice Robert H. Jackson to be the 
American prosecutor at the Nuern- 
berg trials of the Nazi leaders. 
While Jackson was in Nuernberg, 
the chief justice, the late Harlan 
Fiske Stone, died. Appointment 
of Fred Vinson to be his successor 
brought to light the bitter fac- 
tionalism within the court.

Irving Dilliard, editor of the 
editorial page of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, has compiled a 
volume of papers and addresses 
by Judge Hand under the title, 
“The Spirit of Liberty.”

$25,000 CHECK FOR ’27 
LINDBERGH FLIGHT 
ON DISPLAY HERE 


The special, hand-illuminated 
$25,000 check which Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh received from Ray- 
mond Orteig of New York for his 
successful trans-Atlantic flight in 
1927. went on display in the Lind- 
bergh Gallery of the Missouri His- 
torical Society’s museum in For- 
est Park today. 

This is-the first public showing 
of the check which was loaned to 
the society by the Orteig family. 
It was presented to Lindbergh 
June 17, 1927 at a dinner in New 
York. Orteig did not let it out 
of his sight as it was deposited to 
Lindbergh’s creait and then de- 
livered to Orteig’s bank. 

Orteig, who~«thought that a 
trans-Atlantic flight would be a 
stimulus to aviation and would 
strengthen relations with France, 
offered the $25,000 prize in 1919. 
Many flyers tried to win. The 
special check, written on sheep- 
skin, measures 514 by 814 inches, 
is decorated with a likeness of 
Lindbergh’s plane, the “Spirit of 
St. Louis,” and is illuminated in 
gold, green, red and blue.

Richard O. Stock, 


mi executive secretary of the society, 


NEWSHOCK TREATMENT 
USES FLASHING LIGHT 


Washington U. Professor De- 


scribes Method to American 
Psychiatric Association. 


Flashing light as a new type of 
shock treatment for psychiatric 
patients was described yesterday 
by Dr. George A. Ulett of St. 
Louis before the American Psychi- 
atric Association in Atlantic City, 


|NJ. 


The new method, called “photo- 
shock,” results in a milder reac- 
tion and seems safer, especially 
for elderly patients, than the con- 
ventional electric shock apparatus 
now commonly used in mental 
hospitals, he said. Shock treat- 
ment often brings relief of men- 
tal disturbances through a mecha- 
nism not yet fully understood. 

Dr. Ulett, assistant professor of 
psychiatry at Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, told of 
using the new apparatus to treat 
16 patients in the research and 
treatment laboratories of Mal- 
colm Bliss Psychopathic Hospital. 

A patient first is given small 
injections of a sensitizing drug, 
Azozol. Then a bright, intermit- 
tent beam of light is directed at 
the patient’s face and flashed on 
and off at a rate somewhere be- 
tween two and 30 flashes a sec- 
ond. Different persons are found 
to be sensitive to different fre- 
quencies. 


A similar sensation is received | 


by a person watching the flashes 
of light between the ears as a 
train passes by rapidly, Dr. Ulett 
said. He likened it also to the 
flickering sensation obtained by 
driving im sunshine filtered 
through the leaves of overhanging 
trees. 

The new method opens impor- 
tant research possibilities, Dr. 
Ulett said, since brain waves may 
be measured while the reaction 
is in progress. This is impossible 
with electric shock because the 
higher voltages overshadow the 
brain-wave potentials, which aver- 
age 50 millionths of a volt. 

He said the treatment makes 
use of a phenomenon known as 
early as 1885, when it was re- 
ported that certain susceptible 
persons had a reaction to the 
flickering of an open fire.

, OREGON EXPERT'S VIEW 
Big Warren Vote Would Be 


Embarrassing to Eisenhower 


Puzzled Uneasiness Over Tomorrow’s Pri- 
mary — Governor Likes General but 
Wages Rigorous Campaign.

SALEM, Ore., May 15 — The 
mystery of Oregon’s presidential 
preference primary, which culmi- 
nates in the balloting tomorrow, 
is the zealous and intensive cam- 
paign waged throughout the state 
by Gov. Earl E. Warren of Cali- 
fornia. 

Warren’s only formidable ad- 
versary is Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, for whom Warren fre- 
quently expresses the highest ad- 
miration. On several occasions 
he has’ specifically denounced a 
murmuring wave of religious in- 
tolerance directed against Eisen- 
hower. Yet a strong showing by 
Warren at the polls tomorrow 
could only have the result of seri- 
ously embarrassing the Eisenhow- 
er drive for the Republican nomi- 
nation, 

The alarm felt by the Ejisen- 
hower forces was indicated recent- 
ly with each arrival of a stream- 
liner from the east. Senator Hen- 
ry Cabot-Lodge of Massachusetts 
was in Oregon last week, stump- 
ing for Eisenhower. Gov. Sher- 
man Adams of New Hampshire, 
Senator Frank Carison of Kansas 
and Paul G. Hoffman, director of 
the Ford Foundation, came into 
the state Monday to bolster the 
Eisenhower campaign. 

Morse Aiding Eisenhower. 

In addition, Oregon’s liberal 
Senator, Wayne L. Morse, went 
through many counties urging a 
vote for Eisenhower. Morse’s own 
name is on the presidential ballot, 
put there against his wishes by 
adherents of Senator Robert A. 
Taft, in an apparent effort to di- 
vide the Eisenhower total. Morse 
has renounced this “captive” can- 
didacy. 

The Eisenhower effort was not 
expected to reach these propor- 
tions, for Oregon from the start 
was regarded as an easy state for 
the General. This was one reason 
the Taft organization shunned 
Oregon. - However, the indefati- 
gable campaign waged by Warren 
stirred Eisenhower backers to a 
final all-out push. 

Although Eisenhower still is ex- 
pected to run first in the prefer- 
ential balloting, Warren received 
powerful support this week when 
he was indorsed by former Gov. 
Charles A. Sprague, who edits 
the Oregon Daily Statesman at 
Salem. Sprague, a Republican in 
this Republican state, is probably 
Oregon’s most influential editor. 
In 1951 he led a militant cam- 
paign which resulted in rejection 
by the Legislature of a teachers’ 
oath bill.

RAILROADS IN ILLINOIS SEEK 
RATE CUT ON SOME CHEMICALS 


A petition by railroads operat- 
ing in Illinois to reduce freight 
rates on chemical phosphates 
shipped to the St. Louis area was 
under advisement today by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission, 


The railroads asked to reduce 
rates on phosphate of sodium, di- 
sodium phosphate, mono-sodium 
phosphate and tri-sodium phos- 
phate from 36 to 25 cents a 100 
pounds between Joliet and the 
St. Louis area. The phosphates 
are used as detergents. 


Eastern railroads opposed the 
reduction because the rate for a 
similar product from Michigan to 
the St. Louis area is 58 cents a 
100 pounds. The Illinois rail- 
roads asked the reduction be- 
cause of competition of shipping 
lines along the Illinois waterway. 
The Blockson Chemical Co. of 
Joliet ships about 1,500,000 
pounds of phosphates to the St. 
Louis area each year.

As for poultry, better make the 
most of it while it is such an out- 
standing value. Taking a look 
into our crystal ball, we predict 
that these prices are just too good 
to last indefinitely and before an- 
other dozen weeks have gone by 
you may be thinking longingly of 
today’s poultry buys. 

Spring lamb, as we told you, is 
starting to appear on the market 
and it won’t be too long until the 
spring run hits its peak, at which 
time it should of course become 
more reasonable. Although veal 
is a little more plentiful, it is still 
quite expensive.

salads and desserts. Shipments 
were a little lighter last week on 
Florida oranges and grapefruit, 
but they have picked up enough 
‘to give us abundant supplies. The 
good navel oranges from Cali- 
fornia have abut come to the end 
of the run, with Valencias taking 
over. A few of the Arizona grape- 
fruit which were so fine last year 
have begun to appear. 


There are ample supplies of 
lemons and a good thing it is, 
since they have been moving at 
a surprisingly rapid rate. Plenty 
of limes for warm weather bev- 
erages round out the citrus pic- 
ture. 

You will find Cuban pine- 
apples in your favorite store, and 
afewcrates of high-priced Hawai- 
jan pineapples were expressed 
in last week. 

Don’t forget that rhubarb com- 
bines beautifully with strawber- 
ries for pie or jam—and that 
strawberries team up equally well 
with bananas. Incidentally, there 
are enough bananas around to 
meet all demands,

Missouri shipments starting in a 
small way. Last Friday’s rain, 
incidentally, was worth a lot of 
money to local strawberry 
growers. 

This is a good time to enjoy 
the creamy smoothness of avoca- 
dos. If you aren’t too familiar 
with them, you might like to 
know that their delicate flavor is 
at its best when they are as soft 
as a really soft banana or a fully 
ripe pear.

BAYONNE, N. J., May 15 (AP) 
—An officer aboard the Wasp 
testified yesterday he did not send 
a message ordering the destroyer- 
minesweeper Hobson to change 


course moments before the air- 
craft carried knifed the Hobson 
and sent 176 men to their deaths.

When the Hobson passed out of 
his view, Ingraham said, “I as- 
sumed the Hobson was turning 
right instead of -left.” 

Earlier, Herbst and Comdr. 
Francis R. Drake, executive of-'| 
ficer, in effect corroborated tes- | 
timony given by McCaffree. | 

Herbst said the Hobson made | 
an unexpected left turn under the 
Wasp’s bow while the two ships

“It is my opinion that that's 
what happened.

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Lobbyist Signer of M’Carthy Note 
Was Truman’s Host at Big Party 


President and 300 Leading Democrats At- 
tended Russell M. Arundel’s Two-Day 
Picnic on Island Shortly After War.

WASHINGTON, May 15 — 
President Harry S. Truman and 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy, 
who have been throwing red her- 
rings and dead cats at each other, 
appear to have one thing in com- 
mon — a mutual friend. He is 
a mysterious Washington opera- 
tor named Russell M. Arundel, 


known to his friends as the 
“Prince of Baldonia.” 
“Reporters perked up when the 
name of Arundel was mentioned 
at the Senate hearing on a reso- 
lution to expel McCarthy as un- 
fit and a disgrace to his higf of- 
fice. Evidence was produced to 
show that McCarthy, to under- 
write his complicated Wall street 
speculations, had borrowed more 
than $72,000 from a bank in his 
home town of Appleton, Wis., giv- 
ing in return three promissory 
notes. One of these, for $20,- 
000, bore the indorsement of 
Russell M. Arundel, who did not 
pay up when the note became 
overdue. 
Friend of Lobbyist Barnes. 

A witness before Senator Gil- 
lette’s investigating subcommit- 
t:e identified Arundel as a very 
close friend of Jim Barnes, reg- 
istered lobbyist for 30 corpora- 
zions, who is said to claim friend- 
ships on Capitol Hill and down 
to the White House. 

Further, members of the sub- 
committee told reporters the same 
Arundel was the man _ who 
achieved publicity by throwing a 
two-day party for President Tru- 
man and 300 other Democrats— 
no Republicans invited—on Jef- 
ferson Island in Chesapeake Bay 
shortly after World War II ended. 
Arundel picked up ve chit for 
the party which jealous Repub- 
licans estimated must have cost 
anywhere from $750 to $750,000. 

Arundel is fond of politicians— 
and islands. Apart from the Jef- 
ferson Island retreat, to which 
even Republicans are admitted 
now, Arundel has an island off 
the coast of Nova Scotia which he 
styles simply as the ‘Principality 
of Baldonia,” for reasons which 
are obscure.

ARMY SAYS NEW 
CAMERA WORKS IN 
40-BELOW WEATHER 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Army Signal Corps says it has a 
new camera which can stand up 
under combat, cold, heat, dust or 
driving rain. 

It weighs only four and a half 
pounds, with regular lens, and 
can make 10 exposures in five 
seconds. 

The Army announced that the 
camera, which was developed at 
the Fort Monmouth (N.J.) labo- 
ratories of the Signal Corps, 
works efficiently at 40 degrees 
below zero. Camera _ shutters 
usually have a tendency to stick 
or slow down in sub-zero tem- 
peratures. 

Although the camera ap- 
proaches the exterior size of some 
press-type cameras, its weight has 
been reduced by using magnesium 
for the body and aluminum lens 
mounts. It uses a 70 millimeter 
film, making 50 pictures 2% by 
234 inches. A built-in knife de- 
vice makes it possible to slice out 
exposed film without waiting un- 
til the whole roll is taken.

Then came a lengthy ceremony with speeches 
and bonfires at which the St. Louisan was made 
honorary member of the German hunting associa- 
tion, a distinction he aceepted as evidence that 
“I’d kept my nose clean in polite society,” plaids 
or no plaids.

AS A RESULT OF HIS TRIP TO AFRICA, Beck 
almost wound up owning two women. 

Seems that before he left St. Louis some friends 
suggested he might be able to pick up for ship- 
ment a native girl who-likes housework. So when 
a delegation of natives and their wives dropped 
in at his camp to haggle for some meat, Beck 
pointed to one of the ladies and inquired: “How 
much for a good-looking girl like that?”

“They're horsetraders,” Beck says he was told. 
“They'll bring you an extra good-looking one, but 
they'll take you for two more zebras.”

THE PITFALLS of African hunting have been 
oversold by romantic narratives in some outdoorsy 
publications, Beck discovered. He admits once 
walking 24 miles in 110-degree heat after an ele- 
phant which, judging by its tracks, had extra heavy 
tusks (he never found it), but mostly he motored 
about comfortably, unencumbered by jungle, un- 
scratched by thornbushes, unstung by mosquitoes, 

He had shipped ahead to Nairobi a complete 
stock of supplies, including 10 guns, but when they 
were missent and he had to re-equip himself lo- 
cally, he found that outfitting a modern safari is 
far less forbidding than advertised. 

Suppose, we ventured, we were to go off on a 
month’s African hunt ourselves. How much would 
it cost? Beck figured it up: round-trip fare to 
Nairobi, $1800; month's fee to the guide, including 
the hunter’s food, 12 native helpers and transporta- 
tion up to 2000 miles, $1960; complete set of hunt- 
ing licenses, about $1000; supplies, including 
cameras, about $1000—and off you are. Beck said 
you don’t need an arsenal of weapons. A 30-caliber 
Springfield-type rifle with telescopic lense will do.

Informing Parents

HAT to do, a mother asked us recently. It seemed that 
Wie: very young daughter—not yet in high school—had 

come home and confided that every one of the girls 
in her room at school, except perhaps four or five, were in 
the habit of smoking cigarettes. 

The daughter added convincing details as to time and 
place. She herself, she reported, did not smoke. The mother 
believed the story was true, and was much concerned. 

The problem, as the mother saw it, was what was she 
to do? Should she tell the school? Should she tell the other 
mothers? Or should she just say nothing? 
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WHAT THIS MOTHER SHOULD DO, we think, only she 
—perhaps after discussing the matter thoroughly with her 
husband—can decide. It will depend on how serious she 
thinks the problem of smoking among young girls is. On 
how reliable she considers her daughter’s reporting to be. On 
how much responsibility she feels she should assume for 
neighborhood, or community, morals and manners. 

We suspect that her husband, if she asks him, will advise 
her against telling the other mothers. Our own advice in this 
instance would also lean toward a policy of non-intervention. 

The possible bad results of telling the other mothers are 
numerous: ! 

They may not believe you. 

They may be quite annoyed with you for butting in, 
especially since you believe that your own child is not one 
of the culprits. 

You may get your own child into considerable trouble if 
her friends find out that she has tattled.

ON THE OTHER HAND, how much good you will do by 
intervening is questionable. 

A generation ago there were probably few small boys 
who grew up without trying at least an experimental smoke 
or two. Nowadays, though such experimentation is by no 
means universal among girls, it does occur. (Though one girl 
we know of had a little trouble getting her cigarette lighted 
because to light it she tried holding the cigarette in one hand 
and the match in the other.) 

A little such_experimentation is probably relatively harm- 
less. 

If the mother whom we are discussing had learned by 
chance of some really seriously wrong thing that some of the 
neighborhood children were doing, she might advisedly take 
the (always) bold step of informing their parents. But in the 
present instance, our answer is probably, “Don’t interfere.”

MONG the Americans who were temporarily held captive

There's Hollandsche Biefstuk, for Example, or a Tasty Kidney Toast

| DON’T know whether Ameri- 


can chefs knocked themselves © 


out to try to cook Dutch dishes 
for the Queen of the Netherlands 
during her visit to this country, 


or whether they figured she 


should, in the interest of inter- 
national relations, not to mention 
her own education, be introduced 
to American cookery. If the 
latter, she must have had some 
novel experiences, and some she 
won’t soon forget. ~ 2 
We hear a lot about French 
cooking, and even Belgian and 
Italian cooking, but we seldom 
hear about Dutch cooking. As a 


matter of fact they know a thing 


or two that we could well add to 
our own repertoire. For instance, 
Hollandsche Biefstuk, which is 
just Dutch for Dutch steak. Like 
this: 

Get two pounds of tender round 
steak an inch and a half thick and 
pound it and cube it on both 
sides. Now mix a couple of 
tablespoons of vinegar with a 
teaspoon of salt and a fourth of 
a teaspoon of pepper and rub it 
on both sides of the steak. Let 
it stand for half an hour. Cut it 
into individual steaks. 


When you're ready to serve, 
brown a cup of butter in a heavy 
skillet. Put in the steaks, let 
them cook one minute on one 
side, one minute on the other. 
While the steaks are frying move

kidney, cut out the core and then 
cut the kidney into half-inch 
pieces. Now saute a third of a cup 
of chopped onions in a. couple of 
tablespoons of butter, and before 
they turn brown toss in the 
chopped kidneys. Add _ three- 
fourths of a teaspoon of salt and 
keep on cooking until the onions 
are light brown. 

Now sprinkle over it three ta- 
blespoons of flour and stir it in, 
followed by two-thirds of a cup 
of hot water or stock, to which 
has been added two teaspoons of 
soy sauce. Cover it and let it 
simmer slowly for 15 minutes. 
Stir in two tablespoons of sherry 
and an eighth of a teaspoon of 
pepper, and then set it aside to 


cool. When it’s cool, add one 
egg to it. 

Now cut the crusts off six slices 
of stale white bread and grill 
them in butter on one side only. 
Now pile the kidney mixture on 
the browned side. Brush the kid- 
ney mixture with a beaten egg 
and then dip it in bread crumbs. 

Have deep fat ready for frying 
—about 365 degrees—and fry the 
kidney-covered slabs therein until 
golden brown, Serve it-on a hot 
platter garnished with parsley 
and lemon wedges. It’s terrific.

some fillet of sole they 
make Gekookte Tong, like 
this: Put six cups of water, a

Now roll the fish fillets up 
and fix them .with toothpicks.

Round Table Place Mats

fit a round table, and now that 
round dining tables grow more 
popular, many questions are asked 
about what shape mats should be. 


Mrs. F. P. M. writes that she 
makes hers and so far has only 
round ones, but asks if the mats 
can’t be some other shape. 

Mats to fit the curve of the table 
are handsome, Mrs. M., and here’s 
how to make them: 

Cut a paper pattern first. Start 
with a rectangle 15 by 20 inches. 
Lay the paper on the table edge 
as in the sketch and fold the 
overlap down. Draw around the 
table curve. This step makes sure 
the lower edge of the mat fits the 
curve of the table. 

Fold the pattern in the center 
vertically. Fold it again. The sides 
of the pattern will not match the 
edges of the folds. Cut off the 
edges to match the folds and this 
will guide tapering the sides of the 
mats. 

Measure the distance from the 
bottom of the sides to the tops. 
Measure the same number of 
inches from the lower center of

the mat toward the top center, 
then cut the top curve parallel to 
the bottom curve. 

This pattern will be the finished 
size of the mats and extra margin 
must be added if needed for 
seams.

Frontier Nursing Service Founder Tells Story in Book of 27 Years' Work in 


Ob 
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A MEMBER OF THE FRONTIER NURSING SERVICE SHOWN CARING FOR AN 
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INFANT IN A MOUNTAIN HOME,

IDE are the neighborhoods 
Wi: the Kentucky mountains, 

but good neighbors are Mary 
Breckinridge and her nurses, serv- 
ing the needs of mothers and ba- 
bies wherever duty calls. Mary 
Breckinridge, telling in a book 
the story of the Frontier Nursing 
Service, of which she is the 
founder and director, calls her 
book “Wide Neighborhoods,” for 
it is like “the banian tree of the 
forest, yielding shade and fruit 
to wide neighborhoods of men.” 
(Harper & Bros., New York, 366 
pages, $4.) 

It was in 1925 that the service 
was started, and this was its mot- 
to: “He shall gather the lambs 
with his arm and carry them in 
his bosom, and shall gently lead 
those that are with young.” Now 
in its twenty-seventh year, its 
story is told by the one best quali- 
fied to tell it, the story of its 
beginning and its growth and the 
plans for its future, for it is to 
go on and on and spread far and 
wide. It is the pledge of Mrs. 
Breckinridge, at the age of 71, 
that she will continue to be a good 
neighbor in the wide neighbor- 
hoods of the mountains. 


“I shall abide among them,” 
she says, “so long a? life remains 
to me.” It is characteristic of her 
thoroughness that in her autobi- 
ography, of high literary and even 
poetic quality, she traces through 
her earlier life the tides that were 
to bear her at last to the harbor 
of her destiny. 


Child of the distinguished Ken- 
tucky Breckinridges, she was born 
at a time when there were no 
trained nurses. Members of her 
family have ascribed to the cir- 
cumstances of her birth and child- 
hood her interest in the subject. 
Her Grandmother Lees was a 
wealthy and charitable woman 
who was interested in the educa- 
tion of mountain children. As a 
child Mary, too, became interest- 
ed in the mountains. When she 
was a woman it seemed to her 
altogether right to use her share 
of her grandmother’s estate, com- 
ing to her through her mother, 
to start the Frontier Nursing 
Service, but in the meantime 
many things had happened to 
shape her life in that direction. 


On her uncle’s plantation in 
Mississippi she learned to ride 
horses and love them, a practice 
that would be essential in the 
mountains, though once at a later 
time her back was broken in a 
plunge from the back of a stam- 
peding animal. 
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N her girlhood, wanting to be 
| os service, Mary attended for 

three years a school of nursing. 
As a student nurse she adopted 
a crippled baby, not to do a good 
deed but because she loved the 
child. When the baby died, she 
bought a grave for it and buried 
it with a simple ceremony, “For 
that crippled baby,” she says, 
“with luminous eyes and wisdom 
beyond her weeks, for that baby 
I have kept an affection that is 
ineffaceable. I hope, and expect, 
to see her with my own two 
children when I have crossed 
through to the other side of 
death.” 

Her own two children, Polly 
who lived only a little while, and 
Breckie only four years, were the 
real inspiration for their mother’s 
dedication to childhood. Because 
they died, thousands of babies 
have lived. Polly was only a brief 
but undying memory, but Mrs. 
Breckinridge says the story of the 
Frontier Nursing Service cannot 
be told without telling the story 
of Breckie, “such a happy child 


that the memories of his short 
Span are all golden ones.” To go 
back to Breckie “is to step into 
a sort of fairyland full of sun- 
shine and laughter, bird notes, 
winds, stars, the sweet earth, and 
the growing, climbing, calling 
things whose music was the glad- 
ness of his world.” 

What of other children? What 
of childhood. The cry of child- 
hood throughout the ages had 
been the cry of martyrdom. That 
was what the reason of Mary 
Breckinridge could not accept be- 
cause it tortured the devout in 
her soul. 

“There is a work,” she writes, 
“beside which all other strikes 
me as peurile—the work which 
seeks to raise the status of child- 
hood everywhere, so that finally 
from pole to pole on this planet 
all of the little ones come into 
that health and happiness which 
is their due. If everyone who had 
ever loved a child would but do 
his part, this might come to pass.” 
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of the world where Mrs. Breck- 

inridge felt she could be of use 
to children in 1918. There she 
found her place with the Red Cross 
Children’s Bureau. After the arm- 
istice she worked with Miss Anne 
Morgan of the American Comit- 
tee for Devastated France and 
derived the idea of couriers for 
the Kentucky mountain service 
that was to come. In France, too, 
she came to feel that a program 
for children should begin before 
they are born and should place 
special emphasis upon the first 
six years of life, which led later 
to the nurse-midwife phase of the 
Frontier Nursing Service. 

She stayed in France until she 
had organized a Child Hygiene 
and Visiting Nurse Service and 
served with it for two years, re- 
sisting pressure for her to under- 
take a greater work because she 
felt some very special thing was 
waiting for her on this side of 
the ocean, although she didn’t 
know what it was. She knows 
now, though, that her work in 
France prepared her for the work 
that lay ahead in the Frontier 
Nursing Service. She had come 
to the conviction that nurse-mid- 
wifery was the logical response 
to the needs of the young child 
in rural America, from birth to 
school age. 

She spent a year in teachers 
college, a summer riding through 
the Kentucky mountains. In her 
riding she used 13. different 
horses and three mules, traveled 
650 miles and visited 53 old mid- 
wives who were the only depend- 
ence of mothers when their time 
came. On one of her rides up 
Middle Fork she came to a spot 
facing North Mountain that she 
thought was the loveliest she had 
ever seen. 

“Someday,” she said to. her 
horse and herself, “I’m going to 
built me a log house right there.” 
Two years later she built Wend- 
over, her home and the headquar- 
ters of the Frontier Nursing 
Service. 

In the fall of that year of 1923, 
Mrs, Breckinridge went to Eng- 
land to train as a midwife and 
study the work of nurse-midwives 
in the rural parts of the British 
Isles. Early in 1925, her long prep- 
aration ended, she came back to 
Kentucky, She had ‘Hosen -the 
Kentucky mountains because of 
their inaccessibility and with a 
conviction that if the thing she 
planned could be done there, it 
could be done by others any- 
where with less effort. 

A Kentucky Committee for 
Mothers and Babies, later to be 
the Frontier Nursing Service and 
the first nursing center, was es-

tablished on Middle Fork in Les- 
lie county in the heart of a thou- 
sand-square-mile area where 15,- 
000 people lived without benefit 
of a single resident state-licensed 
physician. 

They had all they needed to get 
going—except money. Mrs. Breck- 
inridge underwrote the work for 
three years, engaging to meet the 
deficits. Nobody knew about it 


; except her immediate associates. 


Horses and mules provided all 
the transport because there wasn’t 
a motor road within 60 miles. 
Now there are main highways but 
most of the work of the nurses is 
up the creeks and through the 
gaps where only horses and jeeps 
can go. 

On Christmas day, 1925, Wend- 
over was dedicated by Mrs. Breck- 
inridge’s father. Mrs. Breckinridge 
told the people it was built in 
memory of her children, to be 
used in work for their children.

HEN a hospital was built at 
Wiivaen on the bench of Thous- 

andsticks Mountain, Breckie’s 
crib was placed there for the use 
of a sick child. Getting patients 
to the Hyden hospital was no 
more difficult than getting them 
to Lexington when that was ne- 
cessary. Once in midwinter, when 
overland travel was impossible, 
five patients needed to be taken 
to Lexington. One was a woman 
who was expecting a child.

some day when it’s raining and 
see where the little drops of 
water go that splash onto the sid- 
ing. You'll also get pretty wet. 
You will notice that the drops of 
water run down the length of the 
siding. At the bottom a good 
many drop off but a few sort of 
slip under the siding and that’s 
where trouble can start. 

The end of a piece of wood, be- 
cause of the cell construction, 
absorbs moisture much more 
readily than the other surfaces. 
Those little drops of water that 
slip in under the edge of the sid- 
ing are almost sure to be ab- 
sorbed by the wood unless. it is 
painted and the chances of it be- 
ing painted, unless you did it 
yourself, are almost nil. In time 
the ends of the siding are going 
to start: to rot or the paint will 
peel or some other headache will 
develop. 

One way to cure this condition 
is to be sure that all the bottom 
ends of the boards are painted. 
If you live in a house where the 
siding is left natural, you can 
use a good preservative. In fact, 
if you haven’t as yet painted or 
had the siding finished, it would 
be wise to use a preservative that 
can be painted over because ver- 
tical siding has a stronger ten- 
dency to absorb water than the 
ordinary horizontal type.

' The distinction of the Frontier 
‘Nursing Service is that it was the 
first in America to use nurses as 
midwives. At the close of the fis- 
cal year in 1951, the nurses had 
delivered 8596 midwifery patients. 
Of these, 6533 were delivered in 
their homes. The gross maternal 
death rate was 1.2 per thousand, 
the puerperal death rate .93 per 
thousand. If such services, says 
Dr. Louis I. Dublin of the Met- 
ropolitan Insurance Co., were 
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available to the women of the 
country generally, there would be 
a saving of 10,000 mothers’ lives 
in the United States, there would 
be 10,000 less stillbirths and 30,- 
000 more children alive atthe 
end of the first month of life. 

It is the dearest wish of Mrs. 
Breckinridge that services like 
that of the Frontier Nurses will 
spread over the country into ever- 
widening neighborhoods. To that 
end she has set up a Graduate 
School of Midwifery at Hyden 
Hospital. 

The income of the Frontier 
Nursing Service from nominal 
fees falls short by $100,000 of 
meeting a year’s budget. The 
deficit is made up by 4000 per- 
sons, who make contributions an- 
nually and, as Mrs. Breckinridge 
Says, the committees in many 
cities “who work like hounddogs 
in our behalf.” 

She exhausted her own fortune 
in 1938. Since then she has taken 
a living wage like the other work- 
ers. Her royalties on the book 
will go to the Frontier Nursing 
Service.

age. 

This committee has in mind, 
of course, the fact that we are 
prolonging life—where the life 
expectancy used to be in the 
oo it is now between 70 and

WITH AGE there should 
come greater kindliness and 
understanding of the problems 


of life, greater gentleness and 


wisdom. So much stored-up 
experience should prove to be 
a reservoir for young people to 
draw on. This presupposes, 
however, that the old ones keep 
in touch. with the young, re- 
main young in spirit if not in 
years, and, above all, that they 
themselves are ready to listen 
as well as to talk.

I.am sure the Communists are 
delighted whenever they find a 
problem that the democracies 
have not solyed—and this is 
certainly one of our unsolved 
problems. But I am not sure 
that it is satisfactorily solved in 
Russia or that my correspond- 
ent, if he were transported to 
Russia, would find his position 
any happier than it is here.

In recent years, salt—because 
of its sodium content—is re- 
stricted on the advice of physi- 
cians when the condition of high 
blood pressure exists. This has 
made the problem of the prepara- 
tion of food with appetite appeal 
difficult. It has resulted in the 
larger use of herbs, spices and 
sometimes in a small amount of 
extra sugar. Little was known, 
however, of the actual sodium 
content of spices. 

For this reason, the Department 
of Bio-Chemistry, University of 


the products of several manufac- 
turers, all members of the Ameri- 
can Spice Trade Association. This 
has resulted in the statement from 
this authoritative source that, 
with a few exceptions, spices can 
be used safely in most sodium 
diets. The only ones that need 
to be avoided are allspice, whole 
mace, celery seed and dehydrated 
celery and parsley flakes. As you 
probably know, many canned 
foods are canned without salt, and 
are becoming more generally 
available at the markets. Prod- 
ucts differ in their natural con- 
tent and only a physician can 
tell you which are to be avoided.
